THE I. W. W. MENACE 


As near as we can find out about this 
I. W. W. organization, from dispatches 
and printed information from those who 
are making a study of it, they are a bad 
lot, and ought to be put out of business 
entirely by the federal government. 

While they masquerade more or less 
under th® guise of organized labor, we 
cannot see where they have any right 
to claim assistance or sympathy from 
the regularly organized labor bodies of 
the country. It is such anarchistic out- 
fits as this that get real union labor in 
bad with the public, which often does 
not know the difference. But there is a 
difference, and a big difference. 

Union labor is an honorable body of 
workers, joined together for mutual ad- 
vantage and advancement, just the same 
as business men, professional men and all 
other similar lines of endeavor are organ- 
ized for mutual help and betterment, but 
the I. W. W. people do very little work 
of any kind. They travel all over the 
country, fomenting trouble wherever they 
go, teaching antagonism, to all con- 
stituted authority, and violence and de- 
struction if that be deemed necessary to 
obtain their demands. 

Doubtless many of them think they 
are fighting for principle, and all that 
sort of thjng, but such principles are bad 
principles, and should be curbed. The 
erazy man who runs amuck no doubt has 
it in his cracked brain that he should do 
so, but that is no reason he should be 
allowed to do it. Society in general is 
entitled to protection from all vicious 
organizations, individuals and_ so-called 
principles. 

The red flag of anarchy should have no 
place in America. No matter what the 
wrong, real or fancied, may he, destruc- 
tion and murder, fire and bomb is not 
the way to remedy it. 

We have had some experience with 
these I. W. W. chaps in Colorado, where 
they were strong at one time, and know 
something of their ways. Bill Hayward 
and Vincent St. John were at the head of 
them there, and likely are now in other 
places, and those two men are mighty 
bad actors, who will stop at nothing, not 
even cold-blooded murder. Both of them 
were in jail in Colorado for a long time, 
andthey brought discredit there upon all 
labor organizations, as they do every- 
where, which is an injustice upon the 
real union labor. 


IGNORANCE BREEDS VICIOUSNESS 


At a cafe late last night we heard the 
remark made by one who was taking 
part in a discussion of the prevalence 
of crime among foreigners who have 
come over to this country, that all people 
were pretty much alike, and that there 
were just as many criminal Americans 
as criminal percentage of any other 
nation. 

We do not think the contention will 
stand the light of investigation and truth. 
We have criminal Americans, yes, but the 
pereentage is smaller, population con- 
sidered, than in many other nations. 

The reason for this lies in ignorance. 
Wherever the percentage of ignorance is 
largest, there the percentage of all man- 
ner of wrong, of crime, viciousness and 


superstition is likewise greatest. In this 
country we have a compulsory public 
school system, and the child must go to 
school and receive at least the rudiments 
of an education, with the result that the 
American people, and the children of 
foreigners who have lived here a long 
time, are the best educated and most en- 
lightened people in the world. They also 
have advantages that no otHer people 
have, and freedom and Americanism is 
born and bred in them. 

In many other countries there is no 
free public school system at all, much 
less compnlsory education, and nearly all 
of the poorer classes of those countries 
are densely ignorant. They do not know 
what is going on in the world; thev have 
not been taught; they are superstitious, 
cramped, provincial, narrow-minded and 
in many instances little above the brute, 
horse, dog or other animal. 

That class of people, when they get to 
America, get mistaken ideas of freedom 
and most everything else. They think 
freedom means license to do as you please, 
and disregard for law and order. They 
have had no education and so softening 
influences; they have been ruled with a 
rod of iron all their lives by kings and 
autocrats, and when they yet here where 
they veer to the other extremes, and they 
go too far. 


CITIZENS SHOULD TAKE INTEREST 


The News has been trying to stir up 


some interest in public affairs amone the 
common every day people, and get tiem 
to take hold and help do things. but it is 
a hard job to get through with. The 


people, as such, are apathetic over pub- 
lic affairs and will not take an individual 
interest. The average man will holler 
his head off when things go wrong, but 
he won’t do anything to Keep things 
from going wrong. 

There are a great many good things 
which could be accomplished in Rich- 
mond, or in any other town, if the rank 
and file of the citizenship would take an 
interest and each do a little toward ac- 
complishing desired results.

A Resolution of the Council of the 
City of Richmond ordering the change 
and establishment of certain § curb 
grades in the City of Richmond,

the City of Richmond, as follows: 

WHEREAS, the Council of the City 
of Richmond did on the 24th day of 
September, 1919, duly pass !ts Reso- | 
lution of Intention No. 36h to change 
and establish certain curb grades 
and WHEREAS, the said Resolution 
was published in the Richmo: News, | 
the newspaper in which the official 
notices of the City Council of the 
City of Richmond are printed and 
published, the same being the news- 
paper designated {tn said Resolution, 
in the manner and for the time re-! 
quired by Jaw, and WHEREAS; 
notices of the passage of said Reso- 
lution of Intention were 
ously posted in the manner and at 
the time required by law; and 
WHEREAS, more than thirty days 
have elapsed sinte the first publi- 


cation of the notice of the passage 
of said Resolution of Intention; and 
WHEREAS no objection or object- 
fons to said proposed change of 
grade have been filed with the Clerk 
of this Council: 

Now, therefore, it is hereby order- 
ed that the curb grades in the City 
of Richmond, County of Contra Costa, 
State of California, hereinafter men- 
tioned, be and the same are hereby 
changed and establishe@d as follows, 
to wit: 

That curb grades be changed and 
established as follows:
